India’s Destiny 
Told By Wulff 
In Little Theater 


Russell Wulff, a part-time fac- 
ulty member will present a film 
lecture entitled “What Is India’s 
Destiny” during a convocation 
Wednesday evening at 8:15 p.m. 
in the Little Theater. 

Wulff, a graduate of Stanford 
Law School. has traveled exten- 
sively through the Philippines, 
North Borneo, Singapore, Mal- 
aya, Thailand, Burma and India. 
Wulff first started on his tour 
in 1950 to determine the effect 
of Russian communism on these 
countries exhausted by the war 
years. This tour lasted until 1951, 
during the year he spent his time 
living among the peoples of the 
countries, mostly the villagers, 
to learn directly of the problems 
and to observe if the policies and 
the programs of their govern- 
ments were dealing with the vil- 
lagers problems. 

The conclusion Wulff drew 
from this tour was the urgent 
nature of the economic and social 
welfare of the villagers, and the 
villagers destiny in the political 
life of Asia, particularly in India. 
With this thought in mind, Wulff 
returned to India for a year in 
1953, where he spent his time 
learning the political and social 
sentiments of the villagers, cover- 
ing over 16,000 miles by jeep. 

In India, Wulff selected ten 
representative village areas in 
both north and south India, Where 
he lived with families of various 
castes and no caste, for a month 
in each area, where he conduct- 
ed a survey of the families as to 
their social, economic and health, 
as well as their thoughts on what 
they, God or government could 
do to enhance their material and 
social welfare. It was during this 
tour that he made the film he 
will show Wednesday.

Featured in the guest 
artist spot will be the Schoenfeld 
Sisters, violinist and cellist. The 
major drama production will be 
under the direction of Dr. Charles 
Hume, associate professor of 
speech, and will be presented 
July 23 through 27 in the Little 
Theater.

And Drama 
At Tahoe 


Courses in art education, 
anthropology, painting, and 
drama will be available during 
the third annua] Tahoe summer 
session scheduled from July 15th 
through August 23rd in the Tahoe 
City Elementary school. 

Students may register for the 
entire session or for one or more 
weeks, with one unit of college 
credit being earned for each week 
of attendance. Registration will 
be held in the school every Mon- 
day from 8 to 10 a.m., starting 
on July 15. 

Living accommodations will be 
up to the individual student, but 
addresses of homes, cabins, trail- 
er courts, hotels and moteis will 
be posted on the school bulletin 
board. 

Anthropology courses will be 
conducted by Richard H. Reeve, 
and will begin at 8:30 a.m. until 
12 noon daily. The class will 
visit the sites where archealogical 
excavations are in progress in 
the Tahoe-Truckee area, the 
homes and museums where ex- 
hibits are displayed, the Govern- 
ment Indian school at Carson 
City, and to the private collec- 
tions in the vicinity. 

Paul D. Beckman will be in 
charge of the art classes, which 
will use the lawns of the Tahoe 
campus as their studio. Classes 
will begin at 8:30 a.m. until 12 
noon, with the equipment and 
facilities available in the after- 
noon for those who wish to con- 
tinue their experimentations. Art 
students will have the opportunity 
to work with such artists as 
Larry Welden, Robert Gilberg, 
Raymond Witt and William Bode. 

Directing the drama classes 
will be Carl A. Thomas. Classes 
will start in the late morning 
and continuing throush the after- 
noon and into the evening, and 
will be conducted on a summer 
theater basis. The students should 
register for the course that is 
appropriate to his specialization,

Student Services

Many of the student services 
usually offered in the regular 
sessions will be absent in summer 
session due to the lack of per- 
sonnel and physical accommoda- 
tions, was the announcement of 
the Dean of Students office last 
week.

Those 
who feel the need for the limited 
counseling services should get in 
touch with the Dean of Students 
office. 


The Student Health office will 
remain in the physics building 
until the infirmary, now under 
construction, is finished. This of- 
fice because of its present phys- 
ical accommodations and the large 
number of physical examinations 
that must be given before the 
fall semester will only be able 
to handle emergency first aid. 

Student Loan service will be 
completely closed this summer 
because of bad luck in a few 
instances in past summer ses- 
sions. 

The Student Personnel office 
will be able to offer assistance 
to those students needing tem- 
porary housing for the summer 
session. This office is located in 
room 230, Administration Build- 
ing.
